Motion made by Bernard Bradshaw that the sum of $320,406.43 
be raised to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appropri 
ations of the same. Seconded by Maynard Farr and passed by voice vote. 


Article 13. Motion made by Brian St. Germain to accept the article as 
written in the 1983 town report. Seconded by Denis Ward and passed by 
voice vote. 


Article 14. Motion made by Brian St. Germain to let the Selectmen take 
any action they see necessary for non-payment of taxes. Seconded by 
Maynard Farr and passed by voice vote. 


Article 15. On the ballot. 


Article 16. Motion made by Larkin Burrill to accept this article as 
printed in the 1983 town report. Seconded by Brian St. Germain and 
passed by voice vote. P. J.Blanchard asked that the town recognize 
George Tyler for his 10 years of service on the Clinic Committee. A 
round of applause was given Mr. Tyler. 


Article 17. A letter from the Board of Tax and Land Appeals Division 
was read to inform the town of the present situation on the reappraisal. 
A motion was made by Loring Chace, to see if this town meeting will op- 
pose the attempt by the State to revaluate the town. This was seconded 
by Denis Ward. A ballot was called for by Larkin Burrill and with the 
required number of signatures a ballot was taken. The results were as 
follows;

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LIBRARIAN'S REPORT-—-1984 


This year hasbeen very active for both the Librarian and the Trustees. 
We welcomed Barbara Cobb as the new trustee this year. There were 
state library trustee meeting to attend, disposal of the weeded books 
which the trustees took as their project and the many meetings necessary 
to evaluate where we should go in planning for the future. I appreicate 
their help in addressing a problem which has bothered me for some time. 
The complete operation and business of the library has been vested in 
me. If I became to ill to work for a time or when I go on vacation, 
there was no one person who knew how to conduct the business which 
offers poor service to our patrons and the community we represent. 

The trustees saw the validity of my concern. Using a survey the 
trustees instituted concerning broadening the open hours I came up with 
a plan which met with their approval and we felt would be beneficial to 
our patrons. When I became Librarian there was no information on how 
the library was being run, where books were coming from, where supplies 
were bought, etc. We were doing a third of the business that we do now 
and I had time to find my way but that would not be the case today. It 
is complicated by a good book budget, more needs of the community. 
Impossibility of getting a lot of work done in open time due to the 
higher use of the library and lack of help. My plan was to hire an 
assistant librarian who would be in charge of children's services and 
would be learning the business and operation of the library. The best 
way to learn is on-the-job training. I proposed to cut my hours to 

6 hours in library, working 10 AM to noon, 1P.M. to 5 P.M. on Tuesday 
and broadening the days with Wednesday, 5 P.M. to 8 P.M.; Thursday, 

3 P.M. to 5 P.M. and Saturdays 1 P.M. to 4 P.M. Three hours of paid 

_ closed time was added to my schedule. I can be in the library working 
any of these days and probably will. Heather Hall has been a trustee 
the last two years and was very interested in joining me in the 
operation of the library. We decided to appoint her to this position 
as of, January 1, 1985. She is taking the other days of this schedule. 


Trustee Harriet Hinman is retiring in March 1985, after 30 Years service 
to the library. We appreciate her devotion to the library and 
especially appreciate her cooperation this year in helping us set a new 
course. She will still be involved with the handicrafts. Thank you, 
Harriet. 


Now we come to the future. Who are the future? Our children and young 
adults!! In 1973, the juvenile circulation figures were 1,000. In 
1984, we circulated 3988, almost 4 times as much. I've felt for some 
time that we needed to improve our services for children. We've had 
great help the last few years from the mothers who planned and super- 
vised story and craft hours for the pre-school.. There is much more to 
be done but the space available is too small. The trustees looked the 
situation over and felt our best bet was to refurbish the second floor 
which is a bright pleasant room. We are able to paint the room and do 
the floors this year. In our next budget, which we are asking you to 
approve, we will need to install a fire escape, get an area rug, 
purchase some juvenile furniture to get this project going. Please 
come in and see what we plan to do. 


Now what are we going to do with the space the little people have 
occupied downstairs?? Have you seen the mess behind my desk? What I 
badly need is an office and workroom. We will convert this room to that 
use. 
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Librarian's Report--continued 


New library proposals to replace the old statewide development program 
are before the legislature in 1985. We meet most of the criteria for 
an associate library but we will need to have a telephone and I feel 
the time has come for the best interests of the library its patrons 
and staff. Since we are open more and it will be possible for you to 
reach us. That is the first most asked question. The second most 
asked question is, "Have you a copier?". This would be a most welcome 
adition to our students, to our story hours and to our staff as well as 
the public. 


The trustees and librarian have worked long and hard on what we feel 
are reasonable requests of our most pressing needs. We hope you will 
look favorably upon them. 


Our trustees are also looking forward to a more active participation 

in the library. Under the new proposals they will be required to meet 
at least 6 times a year and ask~* them about our jolly book moving after 
the librarian has weeded? Trustees are a very important part of your 
library and their volunteer work is needed. 


Thank you for your patience in reading this long report. We look

LIBRARY TREASURERS' REPORT 


(Explanation of 1985 Proposed Budget) 


The increase of $2,106.00 in wages is that of the new assistant 
librarian. Actual expenditures for wages in 1984 was approximately 
$5,000.00. So, the $7,104.00 proposed wage appropriation is an increase 
of $2,104.00. Because there are now two of us working open library 
hours (Mrs. Burrill on Tuesday, and myself on Wednesday, Thursday and 
Saturday), there will only need to be a substitute in case of profess-— 
ional days when we would attend. 


To discuss the future of our children, we hope to continue’ the 
outstanding job some of our parents have started in the story hours. 
It will be my responsibility to continue this program and maybe expand 
it somewhat. Therefore, the major increase in the 1985 budget is for 
making a new, brighter, bigger children's room upstairs. The painting 
and refinishing of the floor is already provided for in the 1984 
budget. The fire escape and furnishings are estimated to cost around 
$2,460.00. We definitely see need for a copier; it would be usetul in 
every aspect of library operations. It would be available to the 
public with a nominal charge to cover cost of paper, et. 


My expenses for Public Library Techniques courses may be up again this 
year. The fall course on Selection of Materials cost $120.00 plus 
$132.00 in travel to Twin Mountain. My next course will be offered in 
Conway and usually runs ten weeks, so travel costs will increase. 


It is now required to have a telephone, and it is only common sense to 
have one in case of emergency. Barbara Cobb researched installation 
cost and approximate cost per month of telephone use. Our library 
already owns a small, inexpensive telephone. My time as library 
trustee has been very interesting and educational. As of March, 1985 
I will only be Assistant Librarian and no longer a Trustee. 


Thank you for your patronage to Monroe Public Library and continued 
support.

The Monroe Clinic had approximately 5,400 patient visits in the 
Clinic and 1,170 visits through hospital, home and emergency calls. 
The doctors also delivered over 40 babies in 1984. 


Both doctors are deputy medical examiners in southern Grafton 
County. Dr. Glowa is assisting with the care program sponsored by 
Planned Parenthood of St. Johnsbury, and she is a member of the 
Ammonoosuc Family Planning Board of Directors. Dr. Kollisch is 
teaching a course for senior students at Dartmouth Medical School and 
he is on the Governing Board of the Dartmouth Primary Care Research 
Program. The Clinic is an active participant in this organization, as 
well as in the Ambulalory Sentinel Practice Network both of which are 
research programs with nation-wide recognition. 


Abby Brinker is helping in the office and Carol Hodges is our 
Thursday evening nurse. The laboratory is frequently updated to 
increase the number of tests we can do here at the Clinic. 


Changes in the physical plant include: a new clothes dryer, 
topsoil on the lawns and subsequent re-seeding, more flowers and 
shrubbery and a new flag pole. 


Notes of interest: The #1 illness seen by us in 1984 was otitis 
(earaches) with high blood pressure 2nd. The greatest percentage of 
patients are in the 20-34 age group with 65 and older our second 
largest age bracket. 


Available at the Clinic is a small patient lending library dealing 
mostly with pregnancy and the newborn. In addition there are some 
informative books on family health issues. Also for Clinic patients 
is donated equipment which is lent at no charge. .

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REPORT OF THE TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Our first forest fire prevention law was enacted by our State 
Legislature 90 years ago. This early law set in place a cooperative 
forest fire prevention and suppression effort between city and town 
governments and State government. It simply stated that no open fire 
could be kindled, when the ground is free of snow, without the written 
permission of the town/ city Forest Fire Warden. This law also stated 
that anyone kindling a fire without written permission shall be liable 
for the damage caused and subject to a $1000 fine. 


During the past 90 years, this law has worked so well that it has 
remained unchanged. All open fire when the ground is not covered with 
snow must be authorized by the local Forest Fire Warden. Persons 
kindling a fire without a permit when one is required are liable for 
damages caused,fire suppression costs and subject to a $1000 fine. 


This cooperataive fire prevention law has contributed significantly 
to our nationally recognized annual forest fire loss record.

Grafton County Commissioners submit the following report in a continued 
effort to communicate with you on a more direct basis. 


The county fiscal year 1985 tax rate to towns increased by 6.76%.mainly 
due to increased liabilities and mandates for services. One reason is 
that the child placement budget has escalated from $40,000 in fiscal 
year 1982 to over $250,000 in fiscal year 1985. These costs are a 
direct result of RSA 169 when towns succeeded in getting laws changed 
to place financial responsibility on the counties. Also, the settle- 
ment statute, RSA 164, was changed regarding accumulating days for 
settlement, so that once the County has liability, the liability now 
remains with the County indefinitely. In addition, as experienced by 
towns and cities, the cost of nursing care has rapidly increased 
because of reduced federal and state funding, and will continue to 
increase at the local level with property taxes funding more of these 
services in the future. 


We anticipate some budget relief with the new unified court system as 
soon as total costs of the court operations are fully funded by the 
State as intended in the legislation. 


Because of the increasing unfunded mandated services and the unknown 
nature of federal and state participation in those mandated services, 
it becomes more difficult each year to budget in a realistic manner--a 
problem shared in common with towns and cities. 


We are continuing energy conservation measure with appreciable cost 
savings to the taxpayers. Window modification, with a five year 
payback, is one of our long term conservation measures, as well as 
modification to the heating control system. 


Correctional needs and facilities are continually monitored and 
reviewed to comply with current standards and regulations. Studies 
have been completed and new construction was not recommended at this 
time. 


In accordance with federal revenue sharing requirements, all county 
facilities and services are regularly reviewed for compliance with 
handicap regulations. 


The Commissioners hold regular weekly meetings every Monday and 
encourage public attendance. Grafton County budget is processed 
through May and June and the Commissioners welcome input and strongly 
recommend your attendance at the public hearing normally held in 
mid-June. 


We appreciate your continued interest and support.

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NORTH COUNTRY COUNCIL ANNUAL REPORT 


Calendar year 1984 saw the North Country Council, Inc. observe its 
twelfth year of successful operation for towhs in the North Country. 
The Council, as a regional, non-profit, public planning agency chartered 
under NH RSA 36:45, is responsible for providing assistance in local com 
-munity planning, economic development, solid waste, transportation, and 
municipal services. 


In Monroe, we continued work on a plan for the Ammonoosuc Valley 
Solid Waste District, including a review of the septage disposal sit- 
uation. Technical assistance was provided to the Planning Board on 
zoning matters. 


In economic development, the Council hosted in the spring two re- 
gion-wide economic development conferences with over 200 business, in- 
dustry and government leaders attending. From the conferences, region- 
al strategies were developed to address such issues as highway improve- 
ments, air service, regional promotion, mechanisms for regional communi- 
cation, development funding, and regional job expansion. As an outgrow- 
th of these confernces, the Council is presently coordinating the pre- 
paration of a North Country Videotape project, which, when complete, will 
examine the potential for industry to locate in the North Country. The 
Videotape will be available to Chambers of Commerce, local development 

corporations, and municipalities in order to promote their communities 
ito businesses looking to expand or relocate in the North Country. 


The council has provided information and guidance to several towns 
on federal and state grant and loan programs. This past year saw well 
over $2.0 million in Community Development Block Grant funds come to 
the region for such activities as housing rehabilitation, water and 
sewer system improvements, a downtown revitalization study, an industrial 
park feasibility study, and business revolving loan funds. 


Community planning assistance has emphasized master planning and 
improvemnt in local land use controls. New state mandates and commer- 
cial and residential growth in several towns have created busy work loads 
for planning boards. The Council's assistance takes many forms: region- 
al workshops, newsletters, regulation review and update, and assistance 
on a regular or one-time basis for subdivision and site plan applica- 
tions. Subdivision review workshops were held in Littleton, Campton, 
and Dalton and we co-sponsored the Municipal Law Lecture Series in Twin 
Mountain. 


Overall, the Council's major objective is to work with North 
Country towns in solving local and regional problems. We rely on and 
appreciate the involvement of town officials and residents and look for- 
ward to assisting your town this coming year.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of the Monroe School District: 


I herewith submit my twentieth annual report to the voters of the 
Monroe School District: 


A year ago, charges of a "rising tide in mediocrity" were nailed to 
the schoolhouse door. Members of the National Commission on Excellence 
in Education assembled in the White House rose garden to present their 
blue covered report, A Nation At Risk, to President Reagan. The report 
was to be both headlined and maligned in the months that followed but the 
President turned the whole report into several political issues: return 
to tougher educational standards, tougher discipline policies, merit pay 
for teachers, voucher system and prayer in the public schools. 


The merit pay issue has been publicized and chastised by various 
segments of the educational community. But, the focal point of any de- 
bate, whether it be national, state or local, it has to be obvious that 
a higher base for all salaries has to be included on the incentive pay 
plan agenda. There has been much give-and-take on this point, but it 
now appears that action on teacher's salary levels will be the primary 
legacy of the report. 


Some criticisms of the report suggest that, with some exceptions, 
they do not address the most difficult conceptual and political issues. 
Instead they reassert what is well-known, make exaggerated claims on flimsy 
evidence, pontificate on matters about which there could scarcely by 
agreement, and make recommendations that either cost too much money, can- 
not be implemented, or are too general to have any meaning. 


Somewhere between the two points of view will have consensus. But, 
if teachers are to be paid a "professional" wage several components must 
be included: 


1. As with all professional people, teachers must pass a rigorous 
state examination as do lawyers, doctors, ect. Our colleges 
and universities do not want to certify that teaching candidates 
are prepared for the classroom therefore some other vehicle 
must be found. 


2. Teacher education must include majors in the major fields of 
study not education majors. 


3. Teacher education must include four years of liberal arts in 
addition to one year of educational courses and training. 


4. Local school districts must provide internships up to three 
years with pay for candidates. Would you like to be operated 
on by a doctor who knew the proper procedures but had never been 
in an operating room? 


We must pay our good teachers more but it must be based on perfor- 
mance — not one year older you get a raise. The old axioms of the union 
that administrators will favor their friends, the teachers mistrust the 
system, and other sophomoric reasons have lost their veracity. The real 
world rewards people for a job well-done and the teaching profession must 
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join - it is no exception. 


Our staff continues to provide quality instruction in the basic 
areas of reading, writing, and mathematics. An indication of this 
phenomena is the consistently fine scores on nationally administered 
achievement tests. Our young people have been at the top, or near, in 
many categories when compared with other elementary schools in the S.A.U. 


Computer instruction at the M.C.S. assures that every student has 
hands-on experience on the computer consistent with his/her ability 
level and interests. Funds for a third computer in the 1985-86 budget 
and it will be located in the third and fourth grade areas. 


In the area of physical development we are providing experiences in 
our Physical Education Program that are varied, as well as after school 
activities such as cross country running, basketball and cross country 
skiing. 


The development of student's musical and performing abilities is 
being developed through music classes, instrumental lessons, and several 
major musical performances during the past year. 


Our 1985-86 budget recommendations represent the usual increases 
whereby your school board must continue attracting quality by paying 
good salaries together with good working conditions. 


Salaries: an increase of $12,980.00 or 11.12% for the 1985-86 
academic year. Increments are based principally on performance and we 
feel increases reflect the type of work teachers' are doing. 


Tuition: normally a large item in the budget is approximately the 
same cost to the school district when one compares the in-district and 
out-of-district expenses. 


School Administrative Unit: increase due principally to higher costs 
in operating the regional district and a decrease in income. The opera- 
ting gross budget has increased approximately 10% while the income is 
down 12%. 


May I take this opportunity to thank the staff, school board and 
voters for their wonderful support during the past hectic year.

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REPORT OF THE ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I herewith submit my fifteenth report to the voters of the Monroe 
School District. 


The school year opened for our staff on August 22, 1984 with our 
annual fall workshop. The single day workshop was entitled: Stress 
Management and Teaching: Coping in the Classroom, and was presented by 
Dr. Mark C. Johnson, Assistant Professor of Psychiatry at the Dartmouth 
Medical School. The morning session began with an introduction to the 
concept of stress and a brief review of Stress Physiology and continued 
with an explanation of the stress cycle and the role of coping skills. 
A number of examples were given from teaching situations. Next came the 
introduction to progressive muscle relaxation and a relaxation training 
session. The afternoon session dealt with stress related problem solv- 
ing in the classroom. This included behavioral strategies for class/ 
stress management. The workshop concluded with a role playing exercise 
followed by a question and answer period. This very timely subject was 
very well received by all staff members. 


Once again our Monroe children performed creditable on the Stanford 
Achievement Test. These tests are run throughout S.A.U. #23. When the 
machine scored results are returned, the schools are ranked in reading 
and math. Grades one through six are compared as a group and grades 
seven and eight are compared as a group. In grades one through six, 
Monroe placed second among the six elementary schools with an average 
percentile rank of 77. In math grades one through six, Monroe placed 
fourth with a percentile rank of 59. In grades seven and eight, Monroe 
finished number one with an incredible percentile rank of 99. Monroe 
led the way in math in grades seven and eight with a percentile rank 
of 76. I wish to commend Mr. Labun, the staff and the children for their 
fine performance. 


At this writing, it appears that our budget increase will remain 
within five percent. This is due in part to the fact that the number of 
tuition students for the next year has not increased. By the same token, 
the tuition rates set by the receiving districts have shown a very modest 
increase. 


The 1985-86 budget will end our two year tuition "windfall". In 
1986-87 we must budget for a freshman class of 13 students replacing a 
graduating class of 6 students. The trend over the next five years will 
be for increasing tuition expenses. 


My sincerest thanks to the School Board, Mr. Labun and the Staff 


and the voters of the Monroe School District for their continued support.
